MAY EXEMPT MINERS 


F uel Administrator Garfield 
Fears Cut in Coal Production 
Through Labor Shortage. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., June 30. 
—[Special.]—With coal pro- 
duction retarded, in part, by 
shortage of labor, Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Garfield has asked Presi- 
dent Wilgon to stop the drafting of 
miners into the army. It seems that 
the United States has failed to profit 
from the costly experience of England 
Which allowed thousands of miners to 
enlist, and later, in the midst-of an 
fndustrial crisis, was compelled to 
return these workers from the trenches 
to the mines. 
The ebal operators haye been com- 
plaining for months that the draft was 
their Jabor supply. Dr. Gar- 
field has become alarmed, however, 
and now proposes that an automatic 
occupational exemption be given min- 
ers, as in the case of shipbuilders.

selves a very considerable amount of practical mill 
tary inatruction which would be useful for them 
in case their services ever should be required.” 

There is no better service the training camps 
could do than that of disseminating such -ound in- 
formation regarding our military history. If that 
were the whole purpose of the enterprise it would 
make it as important as any undertaken in the 
United States, so important that the compelled at- 
tendance of every citizen in such a school would 
be the only tmprovement which could be suggested. 

Sound information regarding our military his- 
tory is not possessed by Americans, and it is lees 
their fault than it is the fauJt of their system of 


education, They have been taught what they/ 


would be pleased to learn, not the unpleasant truths 
of the American military history. 

These truths are unpleasant. They were pre 
sented by such a truthful historian as Gen. Upton. 
They fill the military record of the United States. 
They dominate it, but they are not taught. Our 
system of education strengthens the Mlusions of 


Americans by avoiding the truth. As the result! 


of this method of teaching history a totally er- 
roneous opinion regarding American military per- 
formance prevails in the Gountry. ‘Upon this 
opinion policies are laid down. | 

The policies, prevail because the people are not 
familiar with their error, They are not familiar 
because they never have been taught what the 
errors of American military history were and what 
their consequences were.

_ The instruction leaflets issued by the State Coun- 
cil of Defense with regard to the entertainment 
of soldiers and sailors contain some common sense 
afivice. In much of the effort to "do something 
for the boys” there has been a notable lack of good 
sense or good judgment. We have got up enter- 
tainments that elther bored the men to tears or 
swaddled them in sentimentality. : 

It should be said frankly that the air of patron- 

age, of conscious eficence, that characterizes 
so many promoters of these entertainments is fun- 
damentally unwholesome. The normal, healthy 
soldier or sailor will not like it, and if he finally 
succumbs to it the result cannot but be demoral- 
| izing. 
The whole code of entertaining obits! or sailors 
| might be expressed in the simpie rules of ordinary 
hospitality. Because these men have put on uni- 
forms they have not become objects of charitable 
curiosity or sentimental coddling. 

“Don’t.send impersonal invitatiqns,” | says the 
Council of Defense. “The men in uniform dc not 
like them any better than the men out of uniform. 
‘ Don’t trouble yourself to provide a great 
deal of entertainment. Show him [the soldier of 
sailor] an easy chair, magazines, the Victrola or 
piano, and let him amuse himself.” 

It would seem that these and other like admoni: 
tions would suggest themselves to nearly every 
one. Yet, obvious as they would seem in enter- 
taining the average guest—and the soldiers do 
| not want to be treated otherwise—we often appear

An enlisted man may make application for 
relief in the payment of premiums on in- 
surance policies, under the éoldiers and sail- 
ors’ civil rights act. His commanding offi- 
cer will furnish him with a.bilank applica- 
tion, which he may execute and forward 
to the bureau through his division or de- 
partment. The bureau undertakes to keep 
the policies alive, and the enlisted man 
agrees to pay back to the bureau any pre- 
miums paid by the bureau, with interest.
